Al 
though Ghose is not officially a member of the CPI, he is one of the CPI's \ 
financial contributors, and often entertains visiting Soviet delegates to Cal-\

Gite Bannerjee, a leading member of the Mahila Atma Raksha Sanity, a women's 
communist organization, is friendly with the Soviet Trade Agent's wife, Mrs. 
Vera Vladimirovskaya, to whom she gives Bengali lessons in the evening at 
Viadimirovski's residence. Occasionally Gite Bannerjee and Mrs. Vladimirovekaya 
dine together at the Peiping Restaurant, Park Street.
